Deadline 
As Final 


Eighteen nurses at Glades 
General Hospital have threa- 
tened resignation effective mid- 
night, Feb. 14, 

Their letter, expressing their 
request to the Hospital Board 
is reprinted here in full 

The nurses have asked to 
have it understood that their 
primary objective was not just 
a raise in salary. They feel, 
however, that a higher salary 
will attract more personnel to 
the Glades General. Hospital 
relieving the overload which 
they say is their main concern 

As stated in the letter, nur- 
ses are both worried about and 
exasperated over the working 
conditions that demand only 
опе nurse for at times, for 
forty to fifty patients. 

The nurses called for a meet- 
ing Sunday night to hear the 
Hospital Board's decision. The 
meeting of the Administrator, 
nurses and the Hospital Board 
proved unbeneficial when nur- 
Ses refused to comment furth- 
er on the letter they had sub- 
mitted. Negotiations would con 
tinue with representatives of 
the nurses, doctors and Hospi- 
tal Board, both Ben Clark, 
Hospital Administrators, and 
the nurses said. 

Mrs. Jacqueline Carter ten- 
dered her resignation  effec- 
tive Feb. 28 two hours before 
ihe nurses submitted their re 
signation. Nurses say the moves 
were unrelated 

“I feel the situation can and 
yill be resolved. The Nursing 
Department is certainly will- 
ing to help work out the pro- 
Мет," said Clark 

The $350,000 revenue bond

No demands were stat- 
ed, no ultimatums were given 
We asked only that you hold 
a conference with the nursing 
staff, However we have been 
forced to put specific com- 
plaints “in writing.” 

We regret, that after months 
of complaining to the adminis 
trative department about many 
different problems, the only 
way we could be heard was by 
tendering a mass resignation ef- 
fective as of February 14, 
1967. which we the undersign- 
ed still consider to be in ef- 
fect 

We are disturbed that Mr 
Clarke interpreted our efforts 
to find solutions to our pro- 
blems as a declaration of war 
between the nursing staff and 
the administration. 

The majority of professional 
nurses at present are citizens of 
this community, fully aware of 
the: financial difficulties facing 
Glades General Hospital. How- 
ever, we are also professional 
nurses with a desire to provide 
the best nursing care possible 
for the people of this commun- 
ity.

Two ot the “gripes ana com- 
plaints’ that we consider to be 
important not only to the nur- 
ses, but the doctors, Board of 
directors, patients and сот- 
munity as a whole are: 

1. Fifty to sixty patients on 
Memorial Wing, many serious- 
ly ill and one nurse, two aides 
and sometimes an orderly. 

2. Fresh post operative pati- 
ents on the post partum floor 
with the only nurse dnd aide 
in the labor and delivery area. 
Leaving the floor unattended 
for one or two hours or longer. 

We feel the only solution to 
this problem is additional em- 
ployees for the nursing service 
department. More professional 
nurses and in the event this is 
not possible, added auxiliary 
personnel. 

The only way any business 
can obtain and maintain ап 
adequate staff is through com- 
petitive salary and solid person- 
nel polices. Therefore we re-, 
commend the following change 
as a start toward a solution to 
the problems at hand: 

1. $510.00 starting salary 
for RN's with 15% differen- 
tial, $10.00 per year increase, 
retroactive to first year ol em- 
ployment. 

2. $375.00 starting salary for 
LPN's with 15% differential. 
$7.50 per year increase, retro- 
active to first year of employ- 
ment. 

3. Supervisors $35.00 
month extra. 

4. Head nurses $25.00 per 
month extra 

5. $200.00 starting salary 
for aides and orderlies with 
$5.00 per year increases retro- 
active to first year of employ- 
ment. 

6. $25.00 per day part time 
AN 

7. Deduction of a minimum 
of $45.00 from salaries of nur- 
ses living in Residence or com- 
pensation of equal value for 
nurses maintaining private г 
dences. 

8. Immediate action toward 
establishing a committee {ог 
studying a solid personnel po- 
licy of nursing service em- 
ployees, composed of the ad- 
ministrator, chief of staff, а 
board member, director of nur- 
ses and a member of the nurs- 
ing staff. 

We do not desire to abandon 
the local hospital, but neither 
can we conform to the type 
of nursing care we are forced 
to provide for the citizens of 
this community. Therefore we 
ask the Administrator, Board 
of Directors and Medical Staff 
to examine consider and reach 
a decision by 7:00 PM Sun- 
day, February 5, 1967 at which 
time the entire nursing staff 
will be present in the cafe- 
teria at Glades General Hospi- 
tal to hear your decision

Most of us reach a point 
in life where the reading of the 
newspaper from our old home 
town is centered on the obitua- 
ries which call to mind ай 
kinds of memories which we 
have not thought of for years 
past.

The results was the discov- 
ery of the rich muck of the 
Glades in which the two of 
them decided to make their 
home. 

Having come to Ameri 
from Poland after his maturity 
in 1913 he never developed a 
gramalical or speaking mast- 
ery of the English language 
hut his keen intelligence made 
up for the difference in the 
business world 

Few who ever visited in the 
Zywicki home, attended a Zy- 
wicki wedding party or their 
Golden Wedding anniversary 
celebration have failed to real- 
ize that Emil Zywicki was a 
devoted husband and father, 
nor will they soon forget the 
lavish hospitality showered up- 
on them. 

Emil Zywicki paid his debts 
when due and would not buy 
that which he did not know he 
could pay for. He was an in- 
dividualist and ordinarily did 
not join in cooperative under- 
takings with other farmers 
though he was a member of 
the Pioneer Growers Coopera- 
tive where he enjoyed the co- 
operative and efficient sales 
service provided by them,
